He made known yesterday that study 
of the project had proceeded so rapidly 
that he expected to receive Tuesday 
the preliminary report of Superintend- 
ent of Schoolhoiise Construction Ijouis 
K, Rourke and Building Commissioner 
Edward V.'. Roemer -ivho are assenibline 
data to form the fundamental basis of 
the mayor's movement for a new hall. ; 

From them he rxpect.s !o learn the 
CO.SI of the rental of outside (|uarters 
for departments for which accommoda- 
tions can not be provided in City Hall 
or the adjoining annex, as well as the 
probable cost of a building which vill 
cover the entire School street site and 
a rough sketch of a .structure which 
will m"el municipal needs. 

REFUSES TO COMMIT 

The ma.yor refused to commit him- 
self definitely to a plan which must 
have legislative approval If it is to ex- 
tend beyond the creative stage next 
year. 

Thr mayor did not comment on the 
understanding that while the projected 
City Hall Is being erected the city de- 
partments now there would be tempor- 
arily housed in old Young's Hotel which 
has been acquired by William J. Mc- 
Donald and Max Shoolman, piomlnent 
Boston real estate operators.

Sale of the property known as 
'young's Hotel on Court street, as well 
as the Province building. 315 to 335 
Washington strc t, and running through 
to Province street, and involving mil- 
lions of dollars, has been recorded in 
the Suffolk regi.stry of deeds. 

The Province building is eight stories 
in height, contains more than 500 of- 
fice."; and has retail stores on the first 
(wo floors. This proijerty was bo'jght 
by William J. McDonald, Bernard Gold- 
fine and Max Shoolman. through Ken- 
yon L. Pease, and in the same genera! 
transaction has been ix'sold to the 
Fifty A.ssociates. of which Herbert M. 
Sears is president, Arthur N. Maddlson. 
vice-president, and George L. De Blols. 
trea-surcr. 

The property known as Young's Hotel 
was acquired by McDonald. Shoolman 
and Goldfine in the transaction from 
the Fifty Associates. 

In connection with the sale a cor- 
poration has been formed to be known 
as the Y. H, Company with Winthrop 
R. Sctidder. ijre^-ideiU: Brrnrrd Gnldlin-. 
treasurer, and Fred L. Metzler and Mr. 
Shoolman as directors, and it is an- 
nounced that it is intended to improve 
the proiwrty with a new building as

Speaking before an assembly of more 
than 2000 at the local baseball park, his

.severe that his audience booed Mr, 
Hoover's name. 

He paused in his address at one point 
to pay tribute to the able administration 
of "the discreet and sagacious New 
England Yankee, Calvin Coolidge," 

Originally .scheduled to be held in- 
d<x)rs i.he rally was transferred to the 
bii.seball park because of the unexpect- 
edly large turnout. The mayor was 
presented to his audience by Judge Lu- 
cius B. Swett and he w-as given a warm 
reception. It was easily the biggest 
political rally that had been conducted 
here in many years. 

The mayor's reference to the bonus 
army at Washington as a group of or- i 
derly men seeking justice from the na- i 
tion provoked sympathetic applau.se. 

He held up to derision the ixjsition 
of the Ilepublican party and its two 
chief candidates on the i.ssue of prohi- 
bition.

Curley Will Announce In-

A Boston tax rate in excess of $35.50 
will be anno\inced by Mayor Curley to- 
morrow. An Increase of at least $4 Is 
held to be absolutely unavoidable and 
i thi.s figure l.s resarded as the niiiiimum 
of the addition to the raie of last year. 
In explanation of the abnormal rLs* 
, to the highest rate In the hlftorj- of the 
I city Mayor Curley will enipha.slze two 
reasons. He will claim a marked re- 
|<l\iction In the cost of departmrnU 
I other than public wvltare and viW 
i stress as the principal adverse tax rat« 
factors the Increase of $2,700,000 in 
expenditures for welfare and a decrease 
from last year of $4,964,537.73 In 
credit.'!. 

FORECAST I.MPOSSIBLE 
Because the exact reduction of valu- 
ation has not been disclosed by the 
assessors, an accurate forecast of the 
rate is Impassible. 

Upon the assumption ttiat Mayor 
Curley s announcement of a valuation 
reduction of $70,000,000 is ba.sod on fact, 
the adverse effect upon the tax rate, 
figured upon the 1931 basts, would be 
84 cent.s but as a reduced valuation 
creates a changed basis, the exact effect 
will doubtlcs-s be greater than that fig- 
ure. 

A tabulation of all known elements 
affecting the tax rate .shows an increa.se 
of $178,432.97 In appropriations for city 
and county purpases and for .state and 
six>c!al warrant.s and all other a,sscia- 
ments upon ttie city. 

ThU favorable allowing, con.siderlng 
the rise of $2,700,000 in welfare appro- 
, .jilations, is due alniast entirely to the 
, reductions in two accounts under con- 
trol of the .school committee. A saving 
! In school maintenance of $85,'=,. 000 ha.s 
been made In contrast with expenditures 
in 1931 and the reduction in appropria- 
tions for school .'^ltcs and new srliool 
buildings l.s $2,542,000.

It is carrying ^ 
on without proper checking, without careful 
preliminary investigation, without adequate 
follow-ups. without ordinary precautions against 
fraud. Coal and food and cash, and cash es- 
pecially, are dispensed improperly. Money is 
given where groceries would be preferable and 
cheaper, and the unworthy naturally ■'I'X'nd 
their gifts unworthily.

He can InLro- 
ducp a proper system of bookkeeping, checking- 
up, voucliers and follow-ups.

(tross blunders of the past won't be repeated, 
that the taxpayers won't be Impi'sed on here- 
after.

The total number of i^ier.sons having court records is li.^trd 
as 101. These record.? include various crimes for which iienalties 
were inflicted from fines, one monili in jail, to state prison tem^":. 
A complete lis: of these cases with the criminal record of the 
recipient will be furnished, as ii would appear that this information 
is necessary and should be of importance to those responsible for 
the granting ol public aid. 

It will be noted that of the 500 cases receiving public aid, 182 
were aliens, or nearly 40 per cent, of tne entire ntimbcr of cases 
under consideration. This involves such an important matter of 
public policy as to how far citizens should be taxed to support aliens 
that I am transmitting this information to your consideration with- 
out comment. 

You will al.so note (hat in 240 cases, or alniast 50 per cent, of 
the ca.ses considered, our officers report that the recipients state 
that they have not been vi.sited within the past three months, and in 
some cases not for two years, by a representative of the public wel- 
fare department. 

Not until sufjiiieni data is secured from the public welfare de- 
partment in regard to the cases under the heading "poi^sible un- 
worthy" will it be possible for the pohce department to submit to 
you a more definite report of it.s jiolice investigation. I felt, how- 
ever, that you would be interested in receiving this report of the 
progress which is being ma<le by the police and the jiroblems en- 
countered. I am inclosing herewith a list 01 the names and ad- 
di-esses of the recipients in this group of 500 classified under the 
heading "CKi.ssible worthy and "possible unworthy." marked exhibit 
"A" and "B ' re.>:pectively.

What Is ^'PossiliU" Real 
Eslal« ? 

"The entire report is one of conjec- 
ture,' the overseers of public welfare say 
of Commissioner Hultnian's statement 
published today. That criticism goes 
somewhat too far, but the commissioner 
must admit that the report gives much 
ground for it. Throughout the text 
there runs the classificalion "possible 
worthy" and "possible unworthy." That 
is a form as doubtful in fact as in gram- 
mar. "Just what i.s a possible bank 
account, or possible real estate?" the 
reader must ask himself. The truth Is. 
'of course, that a recipient of welfare 
aid either has a bank account, or he has 
not If he does, he is an unworthy 
Iraud; if not, he has no rea.son for sus- 
picion on this score. After all, it is the 
fact that counts, and only the fact. 
What the people of Boston lioped was 
tlial the police department inquiry would 
produce a final determination of fact, 
and not a collection of "possibles." 

In this regard, Commissioner Hultman 
indicates clearly that the Incomplete 
nature of the report results from a lack 
of co-operation by the public welfare 
department in making data i)vaUabl« 
from its files. This inijjortant complaint 
the board of overseers firmly ileules. 
Here again the task of judgment is made 
very difficult. Apparently the situation 
requires a se.ml-Judicial hearing, with a 
decision signed, .sealed and certified by 
some iir^parti.al arbiter, before the people 
of Boston, who pay the bills, will Anally 
know what to think. But whatever fur- 
ther steps are required, they still mtist 
be taken. The whole matter is too 
•serious and involves too great sums of 
the people's money to be left In any 
c'.oubtful state. The "possibles" must be 
sorted from the "impossibles," and that 
with little delay. 
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apparent irregularities were louna. inis worK was Degun last Thurs- 
day but It Is reported to me as progressing very slowly and entire y 
unsatisfactory to the police. In fact, it has been possible to get only 
partial information in 25 cases up to Monday morning, whereas at 
least 100 ca-ses a day should be cleaned up by comparison with the 
application of the recipient, a fundamental record, simple financial 
figures and other pertinent data which ought to be readily available. 
In regard to the request for copies of the pay cards in nine cases, my 
investigators report that four of the nine cases were returned to 
them with the pencil notation "not in file,' but no copies of the 
pay cards a.s prcmi.sed were produced in any case for the purpose 
of the police report. It appears from our inability lo acquire simple 
information that ought to be on file that the public welfare ofTice i.s 
either unable or unwilling to furnish the police with the records 
nece.s.sary to complete our check within a reasonable Icngtli ot time. 
Not until sufficient data can be secured from the public welfare office 
in regard lo cases under the lieading ot -pos-sible unworthy" will it 
be possible to submit to you a more definite report on the result of 
the police investigation.

Text of Hultijxan Report to Curley 

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In compliance with .vour request cf July 21. thai the police 
department conduct an Investigation lor the purpose of weeding 
from the Jist of persons receiving aid from the public welfare 
department individuals not entitled to the same, in order to speedily 
purge public welfare roles of all persons receiving aid to which they 
are not legally entitled, and to permit of the immediate prosecution 
of such persons, there was at once organized in this department a 
special b\ireau in charge of a deputy superintendent to conduct the 
investigation requested by you, which I understood would include 
over '20,0W cases. 

So far, this department has received 2685 names of persons on 
the welfare list althougli our organization was created too speedily to 
take care of the preliminary investigation of the entire number of 
cases. At the present rate of receipt of names from the welfare de- 
partment it will be about a year before the police have even the 
names of those now on the welfare rolls, which you wish to have 
investigated. It would be especially helpful to this department to 
receive all names as soon as po.ssiblc in order that the preliminary 
police iiucstigation may be made promptly. This is necessary so that 
ca.ses which are apparently deserving may be separated from those 
requiring further examination and attention. A complete list of all 
the names on the role of the public welfare department arc abso- 
lutely essential If the police are to properly perform their duty in 
co-operation with your announced purpose to siwedily purge the 
public welfare roles of all persons receiving a:d to which they are 
not legally entitled. 

The first group of names of recipients of public aid supplied by 
the public welfare department numbering 499 were received by the 
police on Aug. 4. The special bureau on public aid investigation of 
this department was immediately instructed to take the first 500 
I cases received and make a thorough police investigation of each case, 
I analyzing tl'.e result by dividing the cases into three groups, namely: 
"Po.wible worthy." "po-ssible unworthy," "cases possible warrant- 
ing prosecution," and submit the same to the .superintendent of 
police and m,yso!f for consideration. It was thought that this 
division would be the most helpful to you in determining what 
policy you would adopt in regard to the public aid situation in 
this city. 

As soon a.'! this analysis and i-^port was made by the special 
bureau it was decided that before making a report to you it was 
desirable and neces.sary to check the "po.ssibIe unworthy," "possible 
prosecution cases" with the records of the pubUc welfare depart- 
ment. It was soon found that for reasons enumerated later this 
would delay any report being made to you for an iiitolerable time. 
In view of the seriousness of the public aid situation, and in order 
to make a report to you at this time, the grouping was changed to 
"po.ssible worthy." "possinle unworthy" cases. 

The analysis of the 500 cases under two headings is as follows: 
Po.>;sible worthy 294. 
Possible unworthy 20(5. 

NO DISCREPANCY IN 294 CASES 

The latter cla.ss includes not only cases which from information 
obtained by the police warrant further consideration by the welfare 
authorities, but also those ca.ses which would appear to justify 
prosecution against the recipient of aid or some other person con- 
cerned in the case, if the irregularities discovered by the police 
should be found to be accurate on comparison with the records in the 
public welfare department. 

Under the 294 ca.ses listed as "possible worthy" no discrepancy 
or question has come to the attention of the police in their prelim- 
inary investigation, and unless additional evidence is obtained indi- 
cating that further examination .should be made, it would appear 
unnecessary to devote special attention to these ca.ses. 

For this report it was intended to check the police Investigation 
with the records of the public welfare department in all cases orig- 
inally classed as "po.ssiblc unworthy" and "po.<islble cases for prosecu- 
tion." 

An efTort was made to examine the original applications of the

The Mayor's statement was mads 
in a (onference at his ofBc* at which 
were Commissioner Hiiltman, Siipt 
of Police Michael H. Crowley, and 
Deputy Supt Thomas H. Goode who 
has charge of the police investigating 
welfare cases. 

Succeed in Reducing Rolls 

Commissioner Hultman said that the 



report wn.s only as complete a.i could 
he made at thie time, Bud that it wn.T 
made bsi-au.'ie the Mayor had requested 
a prompt report. The report, the com- 
missioner said, indicates the way the 
police probe la leading. 

Mayor Curley s.-iid that after mak- 
ing what he would call an elimination 
checlc-up, he feels that only .IS out of 
the 206 eases mentioned In the Hult- 
man report a.^ "possible unworthy'* 
cases were perhaps receiving aid to 
which they were not entitled, and he 
deduced that this would be seven per- 
ci>nt, rather than 40 percent, as had 
heen stated In some newspapers (not 

Mayor Curley said that he was dis- 
appointed in the report, but that h» 
felt the police had already succeeded 
in the main objective of reducing the 
roll,? of the Welfare Department and 
that It Is now up to the invebtlgators 
to eliminate all who are not entitled 
to aid. 

Heller to WorkWith Police 

The Mayor said he would appoint 
Nathan Heller, one of the Board of 
Public Welfare, to worlc with the po- 
lice In their investigations and in- 
structed Chairman Simon E. Hecht 
to place at the disposal of the police 
every facility in malting it. 

Deputy Supt Goode told the Mayor 
of the failure of the Welfare Depart- 
ment to cooperate In the police investi- 
gation. The Mayor then aslted for 
the name of the person of the depart- 
ment who h.nd refused to i-oopcrete 
to the fune,<:t with thn police, end 
Mr Goode named Daniel Murphy, an 
employe of the departmcnl. 

The Mayor then sent for Murphy 
and asked him why he had not co- 
operated with the police and drew 
ithe reply that Murphy hart not been 
Instructed by his superiors to cooper- 
ate to the extent of furnishing the 
police with the case records which 
they ret|uested. 

Murphy said that lats lest Thurs- 
day that particular phase of ths sit- 
uation had been cleared up and that 
the police were now receiving what- 
ever assistance thev a.sked.

Between Curley and Herald 



Th<? following letter from Mayor Cur- 
ley Is made public at the request of the 
mayor, together with a reply from the 
managuig editor of The Herald: 

In the edition of The Boston 
Herald of Wednesday, Aug. 31, 
1932, therp appeared an editorial 
with the caption "The 'layer's 
Duty," which, in view of the facts, 
or lack of facts, contained in the 
report of Police Commissioner Hult- 
man, Is both unfair and unwar- 
ranted and a gross injustice to a 
public-spirited group of men and 
women who have given freely frif 
many years of their time, energy 
and money In Ix-half of the needy 
, of Boston, namely, the overseers of 
the public welfare. 

The majority of the members of 
the overseers of the public welfare 
have served the city for more than 
1(1 ycrs and during this entire 
time, with the exception of the de- 
pression period of the la.st two 
years, without eritici.sm of any 
eharact<!r. The work has been mo.sl 
exacting and the time inquired in 
its performance has l>een great, yet 
they have cheerfully and painstak- 
ingly performed the tasks allotted 
to them and in such excellent man- 
ner a,s to earn the confidence and 
commendation not onli' of tlie pub- 
lic as a whole but of all the social 
agencies having contact with the 
needy of our city. 

SPHEFE OF SERVICF. 
In the performance if their duties 
they have broadened the sphere of 
.service to the needy by permitting 
not only all social agencies hut all 
religious organi7.ations to work witli 
them tfl the end that aid may be 
provided for the needy without de- 
grading an Individual or destroying 
the self-respect of the recipient. 

Tile annual expenditure prior to 
the depre.s.sion of 1930 was never m 
excess of $2,000,000 as ?.gainst an 
■ estimated ex))enditure this year of 
$12,000,000, Many of the members 
of the overseers of the public wel- 
far") have dcvotcrl not days alone 
but day:, and nights to meeting the 
enormoiLs ta.sk placed upon tliem 
a.s a consequence of economic dr- 
pre.sslon. Nothwithstanding the tre- 
mendous expenditiue of public 
money and the number of ea.ses 
that the board has been required to 
pa.v upon, there has never been a 
charge of corruption or graft in 
connection with the conduct of the 
department. 

The finance commi-'^sion upon two 
■ occasion.s In the past two years 
have investigated the activities of 
the public welfare department and 
their recommendations have been 
confined almost wholly to improve- 
ment in the machinery for distribu- 
tion of aid and at no time has tlie 
finance commission Intimated, di- 
rectly or indirectly, wrong-dcnn^. 

The mast capable financial ex- 
perts in the employ of the city have 
been assigned by me during he 
past two year.s to work wltii the 
overseer?!, and in addition, to ascer- 
tain wavs and means of improving 
the admtnl=t^a"^'« faculties of he 
department. At no time dur ng the 
conduct of the Investigation by 
?hese experts have they reported 
' irregularltls? of any character. 



'TKOVEN FALSE" 

Prior to the drive for the $3,000,- 
000 fund for private and public 
charitable agencies in the early part 
of the present year a survey was 
made by the puMic-spirited women 
and men comprising the fund-rais- 
ing ovganizatlon. Such publlc- 
sptrited citizens as Carl P. Dennett 
and Charles P. Weed, and the 
women and men a,s.'?ociated with 
them, would not have essayed the 
colo.ssal task of raising the $3,000,- 
000 if they had reason to believe 
that there was anything irregular 
in the conduct of the aftaiis of the 
public welfare department, and the 
drive it.^-elf would have been a fail- 
ure if siich proved to be the case. 
Tlie assertion in the news col- 
umns of your paper that 40 per 
cent, of the welfare ea.ses were un- 
worthy and graft in the conduct of 
the activities of the department for 
the year 1932 would total in excess 
of $i2,000,000 W.1S proven absolutely 
false at the conferenre held at the 
office of the mayor today between 
the welfare department oflitials and 
the police department heads en- 
gaged in the InvestiKuting work. 

The cases cla.'^silied a.s "possible 
unworthy" by Police Commissioner 
Hultman proved to be. in nearly 
every ea.se, ones that under tb.e law 
the overseers had no option but to 
aid because the applicants wTre 
legally entitled to the same. The 
denial of aid in ini cases because 
of court records, and the denial in 
182 other ea.ses taecau,se they were 
alien.s, and In other ea.ses because 
of duration of resiricncc or aid from 
other' .sources, and which repre- 
.sented a majority of the cases de- 
scribed as "po.ssiUle unworthy, 
really did not Justify the character 
of report given the public by the 
police commissioner. The Indict- 
ment of the public welfare depart- 
ment without either a knowledge 
of the law relative to the furni.sh- 
ing of aid in the case of aliens or 
persons with court records, and the 
failure to attempt to a.scerlain the 
law, Is unpardonable. The admis- 
sion in the report that to Monday 
morning of the present week, or he 
day preceding the publication of the 
i-eport, that a complete examina- 
tion had been made in but 25 cases 
did not justify the conclusions ar- 
rived at bv the pilice commissioner 
since he did not have facts us a 
basis for hLs report. 

NO .IIJSTIFK ATION 

In view of the fact that there 
was nothing of a positive nature In 
the report as given to the pre.ss by 
the police commissioner, and In 
view of the further fact that 
throughout the entire report this is 
admitted by the use of thrt word 
"possible," there was no justifica- 
tion for the publication of th^ /■^n- 
satlonal news article and editorial 
Which appeared on Wednesday 
morning, Aug. 31, In your news- 
naner.

'■ While admitting that c small per- 
i centaKc of eases are either un- 
' worthv or fraudulent it must be un- 
derstood that every reasonable pre- 
caution has been taken to reduce 
the number of such cases to a mini- 
mum both bv i-equhing the recipi- 
ents, where physically able, to per- 
form work in return for aid given, 
and by increasing the i^ersonnel of 
the welfare department by more 
than 300 per cent. In every cAse 
where rca; evidence has been ob- 
tained of wronc-doine the law o«- 
partment of the city has prosecuted i 
criminally and insisted upon jail I 
sentences, together with restitution, i 
and will continue to do so, but It 
must be evident to every iniclUgent 
individual that court cases cannot 
be prosecuted on posinbililies, they 
must be certainties. 

So far as I have been able to as- 
certain, and I have lived with tlie 
problem, not for the past three 
yeans, but for a period of 11 years, 
the public welfare department has 
been conducted free Irom poliitcal 
interference, free from favoritism 
and corruption, and until such time 
a.i; there is convincing evidence of a 
departure by the overseers of the 
public welfare from the noble 
standards which they have always 
ob.<erved.

That is the crux of the contro- 
ver.sy now waging between an In- 
dignant public, which demand* 
economy, and public ofBclala who 
arc resisting It. The people, at thl« 
stage, will not be content -with ex- i 
ouses or with fine-spun attempts to , 
shift the blame, Mos; of the re- 
sponsibility rests squarely wltli the 
officials In charge of the city, coun- 
ty and .school department."!, and to 
that pxl<'nl the public will hold 
them accountable. 

The.'ie officials admit thai from 
the very beginning of the year they 
foresaw the causes which threat- 
ened to drive the tax rat^e upward 
to phenomenal heights. They also 
knew the obvious fact that the 
public had .suffered so heavy a de- 
cline in Income that It would be 
Incapable of meeting even the sama 
tax butdsn. u to, ortor ye«ri, tn wy 



taJntles Teft open to fiiem t»e 
choice of but one of two cour»ee. 
iather the offlclala must maks a 
drastic reduction In the cost; of 
government outside of public wel- 
fare and soldiers' relief, or they 
must force the public to pay a 
heavier burden oir taxes at a tUne 
when it is least able to do so. 

Early in the year, public an- 
nouncements encouraged the belief 
that city officials would choose the 
only sound method, and reduce 
expenditures. It was specifically 
stated that non-essential activities 
would be eliminated, and unneces- 
sai-y pciitions abolished. Depart- 
ments would be consolidated, and 
purchasing methods w^ould be put 
on an economical basis. 

PROMISES DISCARDED 
Th^se iwomises, in the main, 
have been discarded. The only ac- 
tion taken has had the character 
of minor and incomplete gestures. 
Except for the curtailment of 
schoolhouse construction financed 
by curront appropriations, the ac- 
tual economies have been relatively 
small, and for the most part of 
an obvioa'5 nature which would not 
well be avoided. 

Instead, city officials have de- 
voted their time in pursuing finan- 
cial rainbows In the form of 
schemes to bring in more money 
and thus permit them to keep ex- 
penditures at prosperity-heights 
long after prosperity had departed. 
Some of the schemes fell by weight 
of their own weaknes."!. Other.1 
failed becau.se neither tiie public 
nor the legislature had any sym- 
pathy for such palpable attempts to 
avoid the nece.'^sities of economy, 
merely to make official extrava- 
gance easy. 

The record of the yc^r to date 
shows conclusively that city, county 
and school niithoritics have not re- 
duced the cost of government to the 
neccisary or the promised extent. 
Their 1932 maintenance budgets 
total approximately $51.(100,000, ex- 
chisive of public welfare and 
soldiers' rrli«f. In 1931. actual ex- 
penditurews by these departments 
were ,$52,300,000, This year's reduc- 
tion is, tliercforo, los.s tlian I'i per 
cent. Even if the contributloi' by 
public eniplojcs to the welfare de- 
partment \y' considered as salary 
reductions, the decrease would be 
le.ss than 5 jier cent. Total pay- 
roll reriulrcment.'-. for 1932 are, in 
fact, not smaller but nearly $500,- 
000 lart'or than the amounts ex- 
pended in 1931, 

Likewise, the 1932 appropriation 
for interest and retirement charges 
on the city debt, amoiuithiR to more 
than $0, 000, 000, reflects a similar 
failure t.o save. Over $2,000,000 of 
this .sum rcpre.sonls the cost of 
loans issued by 1' ■ city in the last 
two and a half years, many of 
them for iinnecessan' projects of ft 
dlstlnrlly luxury type. 

MAINTAUN SOEVENCjr 

The important need of the 
moment Ls to m.aintaln the solvency 
of the city govgrnment, and to In- 
sure against a repetition In 1933 of 
the unfortunate record of this year. 
Four months of 19;)2 remain. In 
which extraordinary efforts should 
be made to bring expenditures 



M W».i tht 
inevitable cosh deficit on Dec. 31, 
1933, may t^'; kept as low as pos- 
sible. 

The time .should also be spent in 
urgent work to make the 1933 
budget measures of genuine and not 
of iialf-hearted economy.

Ono.OOO state bond issue In the hope 
that by such meaiis the indefen- 
sibly high cost of Boston's govern- 
ment can be continued and aevert

The turn in the affairs of the wel- 
fare department was reached a week 
ago, largely as a result of the cxiwsure 
M conditions by The Herald, and there 
h:>s Iwen no doubt that over.scers of the 
public welfare deparimrnt, despite their 
appearance of satisfaction, have been 
horoughly alarmed by disclosures of 
•.he enormous waste of taxpayers' money 
;hrough fraud. 

Fearful of further disclosures by po- 
lice Investigators, they no longer ac- 
cept the aj5surances of salaried workers 
-if the board that there has been no 
fraud, and have issued vigorous orders 
iemanding immediate action by the 
staff of visitors. 

During the past two years all changes 
m ihe policy of the board have been 
literally forced on it, and in two In- 
stances the proposals for change orig-

One forced the downward revision of 
the food budget on which family allow-

Had the two changes not been made, 
there is no doubt; th«t the city's power 
of appropriation would not liave been 
adequate to meet the demands of the 
board of public welfare this year.

Acting Mayor 
Talks to Labor 
on Common 

A prophecy of a five-hour day in 
order that there may be work lor 
every worker was uttered yester- 
day by acting-Mayor Edward M. 
Gallagher. President of Boston City 
Council, at a Labor and Church 
meeting at Parkman Bandstand on 
Boston Common in preliminary ob- 
servance of Labor Day. 

The program called for addresses 
by President J. Arthur Moriarty of 
the Central Labor Union; Robert 
Dexter, head of the social service 
■branch of the American Unitarian 
Association, presiding; Rev, George 
P, O'Conor. rector of St. Mary's 
church, Dedham; Rabbi Beryl D. 
Cohan of Temple Israel and others, 
■with music by the Salvation Army 
band. 

After paying tribute to organized 
labor, acting Mayor Gallagher, rep- 
resentino; the city in the absence 
of Mayor Curley, dwelt upon the 
unemployment problem, then went 
on: 
ONLY ONE SOLUTION 

"There con \te but one solution 
to this problem — we must provide 
work for ever.v worker In order 
that he or she mav produce hU 
or her share of our country's 
common product as every man or 
woman in industry must have 
ii'.finey to huy the necessaries of 
life. 

"I firnii.v believe we are com- 
ing to tile live-hour day and that 
the hours of the week in the 
matter of production must l>e de- 
creased if all deserving persons 
are to have emplo.yment. There 
can he only one answer to the 
prablem of national unempioy- 
inent, and that is the creation of 
jobs. 'With unemployment that 
may reach l.'<,000.0»0 of men and 
women by .January 1, 1933, we 
have done nothing to create the 
millions o' jobs that aie neces- 
sary, and the federal relief bills, 
while they can provide some-

IiHonie Souicrs Strangled 

"Jf lhi.i! trend i,-, allowed to con- 
Itiniie," he points out, "the cost of 
Government will strangle not onl.v 
properly tiut all other sources: of pro- 
diii-ti\'e income in the cttv. Eusine.'ss 
and i>mplr).vment cannot be expected to 
return to their normal capacities rs 
long as they miust stiuggle against 
this upward growth in Government 
costs.

When times wore good and the money 
was at hand to pay taxes, all of u.« 
felt a contih"<^uR urge to demand m.ore [ 
and larger puhllc services. Many, if 
not most of them, were wanted for 
convenience ifake, rather than becaii^>« I 



they were absolitely necessary oi im- 
mediate adoption. We looked upon the 
city treasury as an Aladdin's lamp 
from which constantly larger expen- 
ditures could flow In endless stream. 
One fact that the depression has 
proved is that there is no magic in the 
city treasury. It .suffers .lust as the 
Iirlvate pocketbook has sutTered and 
not. e\en the power of taxation can 
bring inlo it funds whiih do not exist. 
"Jf the cost of Government ia to 
bo, hrouhgl down in 19.1.'!, I lie public 
mu.-:t call for less .service and better 
perrorman<'e. If many of the con- 
veniences now offered by the City Gov- 
ernment are su.-pended, the net' re.'iilt 
in these times. b_\- reason of the .sav- 
ing, will bF beneficial. If all of U3 
vvc>uld dcman<t economy as \ocifcrously 
a.^ we ha\ e been demanding ex- 
penditures, it Could not be denied. 

Budget Time at Hand 

"Within a few weeks the 1933 
budgets of the city departments will 
be prepared. In rapid succession 
thereafter other commitments liaving 
a bearing on the ]9.'i3 tax rate will be 
made. This ia the time for the public 
demand for economy to be made 
known forcibly. It should not be nec- 
essary for a bill of particulars, in- 
volving an intimate knowledge of the 
fietails of Government, to be drawn up 
by citizens befoie public ofti<-iaIs will 
act. That duty rests with the olliclals 
in charge. But the general lines along 
\\hich reductions should be made, can 
'be indicated b>' the public. 

"The most important place in which 
to begin retrench8i*'"f is the pul.>lic 
payroll. In each of the three years of 
ttie depies?=ion. the public has been 
forceil to jia,v into the city Ireasur.v 
millions of dollars in e.xcess of wiiat 
It, should he refpiiied to pay. in order 
that salaiie.'? and wages covild be sus- 
tained at the same rates that pre- 
\aiiefl prior to tiu- depicssion. and in 
nian.v cases at higher rates. The \er.v 
serious tinanclal dilemma with which 
the City Government must grapple in 
1931 must not be made more difficult hy 
continuing thlo unwarranted dram 
upon the public. 

"There is not the money in the 
community to pay these prosperity 
wages and the decline in tho cost of 
living makes them totally unjustified. 
An average of \f: percent reduction in 
.salaries and '-.ages would mean a tax 
rate reduction of at least $2. The 
complete cost of living can be llqui- 
datej today on the basis that 80 cents 
V. ill purchase somewhat niore^han II 
would purchase in 1929. Therefore a 
1,5 percent reduction in wages leaves 
the purchasing power of the city em- 
ploye on a higher basis than it was in 
1929. when the average of wages 
reached the highest peak in the wage 
history of the city. 

"We venture the belief that a large 
and possibly an equal reduction could 
bo accomplished hy a careful per- 
sonnel surve>' to weed out uhnei'essary 
positions which the public ahould not 
be compelled to maintain in these 
times." 



WARNING ON 
WELFARE AID 

City Maj Have No Funds 
by December, Says Auditor 



City .Auditor Rupert S. Carven 
warns that unless expenditures for 
city welfare work aie kept within the 
appropriation for the remainder of 
the year the tune will come next De- 
cember when Boston will have no 
funds left to take car© of the thou- 
sands receiving financial a.<i8istance 
from the city treasury. 

The auditor pointed out that for the 
last eight months the city has been ex- 
pending mine than ji.OOO.OOO each 
month and that up to last month a 
total of $8.1(XI.000 has been drawn for 
lelief work, leaving J3, 400,000 for this 
work the remaining four nionths of 
this year. 

If things continue that way the ap- 
propriation will be 1500.000 short 
around the Christmas season and -witfi 
no way of raisings the nece.ssary funds 
except hy an emerRency bond 1(8U«, 
which is not likely, in that it has never 
been done before. 

If the worthy poor, the unemployed 
and those receiving soldiers' relief are 
to he given the assistance that the city 
!,■= expe, led to extend to them it will ba 
nece«<ai\ t-i start now cuttinjt down 
the money allotments, and even drop- 
ping some of the so-called permanent 
cases that have been on the l-olle foi* 
many nionth.s. 

With the citv having reached the 
,'nd of its appropriating power, City 
.^llditol■ Car\'en pointed out that there 
was sure to be a deficit if the number 
of new , ase.^ coniinucvl fi.q they w^ri* 
up to the time the spot light ■»•« 
ihrown on the welfare activities. 

The only bright spot of hope that 
the city auditor can see In the prea- 
ent situation is that the number of 
new cases dropped from 900 early to 
June to 400 in August.

tv assist the public welfare departments 
of the cities and towns of the State in 
talking- care of their needy. Senator 
TwohJgr's letter follows: 

"Stai'ling: revelation has been made 
that there will be a half a million dol- 
lar shortaije at the end of this year lor 
IHiblii: welfare relief in Boston. City 
Auditor Rupert S. Carven disclosed the 
.-situation last night to the effect that 
there would bo nothing- left for relief 
worlt the last two weeks of the present 
year. This will mean that 27,000 fam- 
ilies, 105,000 souls will be fai'ed with 
.-tarvation and cold during- the next 
Christmas season. Tiiis condition also 
"xists In other cities and to-«-ns in the 
Commonwealth. , 

"As governor of thl» Commonwealth I 
respectfully suKgest that you call a 
special session of the General Court to 
avert this horrible condition. If this 
session is called I propose to Introduce 
a bill for a $15,000,000 loan to be amor- 
tized from the hlgliway fund over a per- 
iod of five years as suggested by the 
.Mayors' Club of JIassachusetts. This 
money is spent on roads, higliways and 
l)ridge8 throughout the Commonwealth. 
These highways and bridges are in 
pretty good condition and, in the interest 
of humanity, it w(ju!d be entirely proper 
to divert f3, 000, 000 of this fund annually 
for five years to take care of the unem- 
ployed and the needy. 

"Regardless of what happens we must 
make every possible effort to prevent 
human misery and suliering iii ths 
municipalities of this Commonwealth, 
and therefore, I trusi your excellency 
will see the necessity of calling a special 
.session of the General Court."

In fact one sar- 
g-'ant at the Joy street station declared 
that at first sight three out of 10 "WOUld 
seem unworthy.

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Does BosfoD*s> Alibi Hold ? 

Whi'.c- Boston ofiBcials are busy explain- 
ing why they cannot reduce municipal 
salaries, New York offlcials seem to he 
busily cutting them. It takes a full 
column in the New York press this 
morning to print the statements of lead- 
ing depart:ner.t heads who say they are 
entirely willing "to go along with Mayor 
McKee" in his policy of payroll economy. 
Here in Boston the statement has been 
made that legal difficulties prevent any 
definite reduction.s of municipal salaries. 
Charles J. Fox, the city's budget com- 
missioner, recently advanced this argu- 
ment in a thoughtful review of Boston's 
finances. Remarking that Boston has 
about 12,700 public employees, Mr. Fox 
said that the pay of one-fourth of this 
number is directHy regulated by statute, 
and that the remaining three-quarters 
have the benefit of civil service laws and 
rules, which provide for "the adjudica- 
tion by law of any attempt on the part 
of the city officials to lower compensa- 
tion or abolish positions." Therefore. '■ 
the commissioner argued, "it stands to 
rea.son that before any appreciable re- 
duction can be made in appropriations 
for ijersonal service, existing laws and 
regulations must be either amended or 
abrogated." 

As a practical matter, is this really 
any more necessary in Boston than in 
New York? Regardless of the difference 
in laws which no doubt exists as between 
the Bay and the Empire States, is it true 
that if Boston's publi'' employees re- 
ceived notice of a fair general reduction 
of wages or salaries, any consider- 
able number of them actually would re- 
sort to legal process in an attempt to 
oppose them? The promises of cordial 
co-operation immediately forthcomint; 
from many of New York's chief official 
do not suggest that they would. Human 
nature and judgment are. after all, very 
similar, no matter where one finds them 
In a time of definite economic need 
when municipal employees know that 
all of the i)eoplc at large have had re- 
ductions of income, few offlcials or .sub- 
ordinates, we think, would be dispo.sed 
to ,sland out in protest against any 
clear-cut policy of economy whlcli the 
mayor might establish. The voluntary 
"contributions" which city empioyec; 
have already made t." the v/elfarc fund 
indicate their tendency to co-operate 
And, oven if .some employees should re- 
sort to litigation, we think that after i: 
few test ca.ses had been carefully heart. 
and examined, the courts would .sooi; 
find a way to make short work of the 
cases that followed. Why not try it 
and see?

Organization Would Pre- 
vent Passage of Unfavor- 
able Bills by Legislature 

COMMITTEE NAMED 
TO MAP PROGRAM 



A movement to establish a League 
of Massachusetts Municipalities, pat- 
terned after like organizations in 32 
other states, and organized for the ad- 
vancement and protection of common 
interests, was lavmched yesterday bj' 
mayors of 11 cities. 

The first definite step toward the for- 
mulation of a concrete plan to be pre- 
sented to all mayors and selectmen In 
the state will be taken at the Han-ard 
Faculty Club. Cambridge. Wednesday, 
when a commltt^e of mayors will draft 
a tentative preliminary program. 

RUSSELt IS CHAIRMAN 

Mayor Richard M. RusscU of Cam- 
bridge is chairman of the committee 
and his associates are Mayors Edward 
N. Carriere> of Fitchbiirg, James A. 
Torrey ol Beverly. Charles S. Ashley of 
New Bedford, Thomas J. McGrath of 
Quincy, J. Fred Manning of Lynn and 
Michaej C. Mahoney of Worcester. 

Other mayors sponsoring the plan are 
George J. Bates of Salem, who was 
responsible for yesterday's conf<'rcnce 
a; . the Parker House, Gayden Morrill 
of Newburyport. K. F. Toepfert of Hol- 
yoke and Stephen H. Foley of Attlc- 
boro. 

Tlic motive for the organization of 
the league is the benefit accruing from 
Interchange of Idea.s about administra- 
tive policies. In the background is the 
hope that ft thoroughly organized group 
of city'ai^d tnftTi officials will command 
sufficient Influence, as ha.s been the 
fact in many states, to prevent the 
liCgislaturc from enacting measures un- 
acceptable to mayors and selectmen. 

It is the hope of Mayor Bates of 
Salem, who restricted invitations to 
members cf the Mayors' CUita. that if 
the idea of a league is adopted the 
Mayors' Club will continue in existence 
as a social organization. , 

PROBI.KMS IN COMMON 

Mayor Bates pointed out that there 
Is a general demand for a reduction in 
costs of local government, and that all 
mayors and most selectmen arc con- 
fronted by problems, many of which 
have a common solution. He spoke if 
welfare problems as an example of ad- 
ministrative work which might be 
handled on a general basis. Previously, 
In a statement ,sent to all mayors, he 
summarized the accomplishments of 
municipal conferences In other states. 
A brief talk on the benefits that can be 
derived from a league of n-unlclpalltles 
was given by Glenn l^eet of the Ameri- 
can Municipal Association. 

Although no mention was made of the 
source of the funds which must be pro- 
vided to maintain a central bureau. It 
Is iiitended that an annual assessment 



shall be levied, within present statutory 
regulations, on the cltlee and towns. 
The individual assessment would be 
from $50 to $100 a year. 

The proposed league would function 
both in research work and us the col- 
lector of information pertaining to leg- 
islative bills affecting the general public 
Interest or peiitalning to some specific 
city. 

Mayor Oarrlere of Pitchburg, who 
chided the mayors because they failed 
to let the Legislature know of their in- 
terest in a bill, rejected at the last 
session, which authorized an a.^socia- 
tlon of cities and towns and certain 
state departments, asserted that he Is 
often without infonnation of any meas- 
ure pending in the Legislature affect- 
ing hLs city, until the enacted mcarmre 
is laid on his desk accompanied by a 
mandatory note from .some state de- 
partment "to comply with its tcvm.s. 

He urged his a.s.';ociates either to 
maintain an interest in the proposed 
league or abandon the idea. He dwelt 
on the possibilities that a central bu- 
leau might function as a legislative 
lobby in the protection of the interests 
of municipalities. 

No other discussion preceded the mo- 
tion of Mayor Russell for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to draft a pro- 
gram. It is not propo.sed to suggest a 
league for which legislative authoriza- 
tion must be obtained.

Police last night reported a result of 
a check on names which were not re- 
ported to them by the welfare hoard in 
the original lust of 500 cases. This list 
was supposed to contain the cases of 
all recipients of aid whose last names 
began with the initial A to D inclusive. 

Knowing that some names were miss- 
ing, division commanders were asked 
to supply headquarters with the names 
of all persons arrested for any reason 
who had "pimched" and signed welfare 
cards in their possession, indicating that 
they actually had received disburse- 
ments. 

Of the names turned in, 28 were 
found to have last names beginning 
with the letter A to D. These were turned 
over to Deputy Goode and he and his 
staff Investigated them at welfare head- 
auarters. 

There, the police found the records 
and paycards of six. In four cases the 
records, but no pay cards, were found, 
and in 18 of the 28 cases neither rec- 
ords or pay cards could be found at 
the board office,

One of the most dlffloilt angles which 
the ix)lice must check is the discrepan- 
cies between what the cards in the 
welfp.re department show and what the 
recipients of aid teii the police they 
have t)een receiving. For instance, the 
Investigators have discovered a score 
or more cases in which the card shows 
a person i.s getting $10 a week, and 
the recipient tells the police he Is get- 
ting only $8.

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Eive, amounted to $40,000,506, TWs 
indicates conclu-sively that in- 
creases in valuation occurred large- 
ly in the years of high cash values ' 
for real estate. 

Tlic tabulation In the printed 
Rlat<'ment showing the trend of 
co,st5 and of the properly lax, is 
also very illuminating. The total 
increase in requirements amounted 
to S2fi.123.000. The increa.se from 
1922 to 1927. inclusive, amounted to 
$1,5,840,000, while tlie increase from

The plan of tlie theatre managers 
of Boston to retain John M. Casey, 
the "censor" of dramatic atid other 
cutcrtaiumcnts, in office after his 
reaching the retirement age of 70 in 
October, is a compliment tliat is fully 
deserved by the official. But is it not 
slightly impracticable? 

In the first place, the law is the 
law, and no exception can be made 
without legal action that seems dif- 
ficult. To create a separate depart- 
ment to have jurisdiction over the is- 
suance of ail city licenses of whatever 
type is rather a doubtful proposition, 
and one that might not work well at 
all. Again, to retain Mr. Casey in 
some extra-legal capacity would, as 
he himself points out, deprive him 
of the pension he will receive if he 
quits office regularly. 

For 28 years the theatrical per- 
formances in Boston have been main- 
ly giiided by Mr. Casey's opinion. 
'I'iic "censorship" has been exercised, 
for the most part, tactfully and with 
good judgment. To continue it 
would give .satisfaction all around. 
But Mr. Casey ought not to be asked 
fo make sacrifices if they arc not 
absolutely necessary.

Tlie result has been a gradual .spreading of irre.spon.'ible reix)rts sur- 
rounding its administration \mtil Mayor Curley, in a written reqiie.st. a.'-ked 
for a complete investigation by the police department. The preliminary 
report of Mr. Hultman was far from satisfactory but it was obviously the 
best that could be made at that time. However incomplete it may have 
been— and the police commissioner explained this weakness in the report 
itself— it did much to clear the air and has facilitated the work of the 
police in the continuance of then- investigation.

Hultman Not Satisfied 

With Welfare Board 

Efforts 



TlircHt of aiiolhcr squabble be- 
tween Police Commissioner Hultman 
and the Welfare Board was seen 
last night after it was learned that 
Ilultnian, in a checkup of the names 
i from A to D, showed that in 28 cases 
where persons carrying welfare cards 
were arrested, only six had been sent 
to police for investigation, four had 
been withheld for some reason, and 
no record at all could be found of 
the other 18. 

"While Hultman refusod last night to 
m;il<o any comment or discuss the mat- 
ter it is known that he had made the 
checkup after rumors had rea<^hed his 
office tJiat police were not Kcttinj; all 
the cases in alphabetical order as they 
had supposed. 

Deputy .Superintendent Thonuia F. 
Ooode, head of tlie welfare aid inves- 
tigation bureau, made the chcclvup, it 
w;is learned, after Hultman had or- 
dered that the names of the men ar- 
rested bo checked against the cases po- 
lice had recervcd from the Welfare 
Board. 

The list of arresicd persons carrying 
welfare cards had been ordered by 
Hultman several moiiths before the in- 
vestigation started at the request of 
Mayor Curley. 

Detective Squad at Work 

For Iho first time since the probe 
started the detective sriuad has been 
ordered into the in\ e?.tipation as a re- 
sult of an order Issued by Hultman 
last night Inslrucling Superintendent 
Crowle.v to use every man In the de- 
partmeni It necessary to clean up the 
first fA) cases at once.

How many of the cases were frauds 
Hultman refused tu say.

Whether police would do tho prose- 
cuting of the 'rauds uncovered or 
whether the matter will he left to the 
Welfare Board was still a mystery last 
night, Hultman ret\ising to take a 
stand on the niatter. It was pointed 
out, however, by .inother X'olice official 
that tho law provides that the Welfare 
Board is to do the prosecuting. 

The point was also raised that Mayor 
Curley In his letter had not instructed 
police to do the prosecuting themselves 

but that his orders had hern to "inves- 
tigate, pursu the list and permit of 
prosecution." Thi.«, it Is contended by 
Gome police officials, means that cases 
when complete are to he turned back 
to the Welfare Board for prosecution, 

Discrepancies in Reports 

In the event that police nre tinable 
to complete the work by tonight Hult- 
man said that the report would not be 
sent to City H.'iU until Monday as It 
will take several hours before he could 
write his summary. 

One admission made by Hultman, 
however, was that the checkup at the 
Welfare Bureau had not caused any ap- 
preciable difference from tho first re- 
ports regarding the 20C unworthy cases. 

Many discrepancies between facts 
obtained by policemen in their Investi- 
gation of the cases and the facts found 
in the records of the Welfare Depart- 
ment resulted in a second check being 
necessary, Hultman stated. 

The commissioner refused to go Into 
detail as to the discrei^ancies e:£cept to 
say that in somo cases police found 
children over 21 years of age in fam- 
ilies where, according to welfare rec- 
ords, they were under that age. 



Records Misplaced 

In the past the welfare workers havs 
been accustomed to the practice of tak- 
ing the case records with them so that 
they could have all the information In 
their hands while Investigating the ap- 
plicants In the various districts of tha 
city. Others kept the records in their 
desks for ready reference when working 
on a particni.ir group of cases. 

It was for these reasons, overseers 
explained, that It required time to dig 
up the records of cases requested hy 
tho police or other invcsligaiois who 
have been sent down to the dep.-irtment 
hy tho Mayor. In other cases, the pay- 
masters and Welfare workers were us- 
ing tho ricords to make entries. 

.Bcgmning today, however, the work- 
era will ho reijuired to mako all entries 
in the files without removing the folders 
containing the Information on the cases 
from the filing room.

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CARVENCHAllE'NGES 
SNYDER'SjTATEMENT 

Auditor Answers Analysis 
of Higher City Costs 

Replying to tho r»cent public state- 
ment of Pres Frederic S. Snyder of 
the BoRton Chamber of Commerce, In 
which Mr Snyrtcr analyzed the trend 
of assessed valuations and city costs 
and their relation to the properly tax, 
City Auditor Rupert S. Carven Issued 
a counter-statement yesterday, chal- 
IcnglnK Mr Snyder's conclusions and 
RSsertinK that such publicity la damag- 
InK to the financial reputation of the 

city. 

Mr Carven'g itatement was as fol- 
lows : 

"The eminent president of the 
chamber is certainly aware of tho 
hish financial reputation of the city. 
Ho mu.st know how effective such a 
reputation Is, In flnanclnR tho needs 
of R great metropolis. As a leading 
buslnes.s e.xccutlve, he surely appre- 
ciates the damage that may be caused 
by unwise public statements issued 
durinc times of finanrial depvcssicn. 

"Interested as he is In eftcctinK re- 
ductions In the costs of Government 
in Boston it is ditlicult to understand 
why he did not tlr.>;t communicate 
with tho Mayor and Inform him of his 
comments and recommendations before 
exploiting them in the public press. 
To Bome of us, this would appear to 
be not only courteous procedure, but 
also constructive cooperation. 

"The published stntcment of Pres 
Snyder exliiliits first, the trend of 
assessed valuations; second, the trend 
of costs and property tax; and third, 
tho net debt of tho city for all pur- 
poses, all exhibits based upon tho 
period from l!i2'2 to lfl:)2 inclusive, 
covering 11 years. Tho total increase' 
in valuation amounted to $212,000,000. i 

Data on Increases 

It Ik intcresling to note that the 
invreaso from 11122 to 1927, inclusive, 
amoimted to ?«),000,000. This Indi- 
cates conclusively that Increasca In 
valuation occurred largely !;, the years 
of high cash values for real estate. 

"Tho tabulation in the prmtcd state- 
ment Bhovving tho trend of costs and 
of the property tax is also very Il- 
luminating. The total Increase in re- 
(julroments amounted to $26,12.3,000 
((ho tabulation shows $80,180,000 for 
191)2, instead of $78,9liS,000, the c-urrect 
figure). The incre.ise from 1922 to 
1U27, inclusive, amounted to SlS,840.On0, 
while tlie increase from 1027 to 1932, 
Inclusive, amounted to $10.2S,'i,000 

The .figures appearing in Pres 
Snyder's tabulations for properly tax 
levy are not in accord with the as- 
sessors' records. In most crfses he 
failed to include tho overlay which Is 
a part of the tax levy. 

"Tho correct figures show a total 
increase in tax levy of $2Fi,664,ono. The

One of the most difficult angles which 
the police must check is the discrepan- 
cies between what the cards in the 
welfare department show and what the 
recipients of aid tell the police they 
liave been receiving. For instance, the 
investigators have discovered a score 
or more cases in which the card shows 
a per.son is getting $10 a week, and 
the recipient tells the police he is gel- 
ting only $8. 

In other instances, the welfare records 
show there are no children in the fam- 
ily while the Goode report shows there 
niay be as many as four children over 
21 years old. 

The ix>lice al.so hold that mlsstale- 
nieins in applications for relief ron-

Mayor, Now in Seattle, Is

A comprehensive plnn for the re- 
organization ol the public welfare de- 
partment, sponsored by Mayor Ciiriey, 
will be put into effect if accepted by 
the overseers ai their moetinfj next 
Vednesclay. 

The plan in general sub,qitutes co- 
ordinated and modern business methods 
for the archaic and haphazard system 
of administration primarily responsible 
for evils which officials say have robbed 
the taxpayers of Boston of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars.

J. Po.\, would in the case of a salaried 
department h°ad, be interpreted as a 
direct order foi- Its adoption.

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Shattuck Says Boston Needs

No Time for Rip Van Winkle Government Nor

Some of the intelligence and courage 
exhibited by Joseph V. McKee. New 
York's new mayor, are sorely needed in 
Boston's City Hall, In the opinion of 
former Representative Henry L. Shat- 
tuck of Boston.

FOX IS ATTACKED 

Charles J. Fox, Bostnn'.s budget cm- 
mLssioner. came under Shattuck's fire 
lor his alleged weak plea that suggea- 
tions from obsen-ers for retrenchment* 
have not been accompanied t^ specific 
and detailed suggestions. 

Shattuck's statement follows: 
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Budget Commissioner Fox, with 
refreshing frankne.s.«, adm.its In a 
recent statement that "the neces- 
sity for reducing governmental ex- 
penditures is universally accepted." 
Having made this admission, how- 
ever, he falls back weakly on the 
plea that the failure of city offi- 
cials to apply the admittedly 
needed economies should not be 
criticized unless such criticisms are 
accompanied by "specific and de- 
tailed suggestions." 

If City Hall had .shewn any dLs- 
positlon to li.stcn to detailed recom- 
mendations for saving money, this 
I.Ttost excuse would he more impres- 
sive. The fact is that many speci- 
fic and dclalled suggestlon.s have 
been made and have gone un- 
heeded. Witness the recommenda- 
tions of a minority group of the 
city council for cutting the current 
city budget: witnesses the sugges- 
tions ofTeved in June by the Bos- 
ton municipal research bureau for 
effecting large savings; and witness 
the report.s of the finance commis- 
sion calling attention to flagrant 
examples of waste and extrava- 
gance In municipal contracts.

In a sense, the lame excuses now 
coming from City Hall are a con- 
fession of weakness and bewilder- 
ment. It means that our city oflB- 
cials, though sworn to the perform- 
ance of duty and supposedly well 
versed in the Intricate details of 
city government, will close their 
ears to the need for retrenchment, 
which they themselves now admit, 
unless the public assumes the fimc- 
tlons which it has delegated by law 
to them and for the carrying out of 
wliich they alone are responsible, 

Wlien making plans to spend 
public money, city officials seldom 
await specific and detailed recom- 
mendations from the public at 
large before taking action. On such 
occasions, our city officials have 
prided themselves on their leader- 
ship and have conceived it their 
function to take the initiative and 
to form public sentiment in support 
of their plans of expenditure. 

The old adage. "Where there's a 
will Uieie's a way," still holds good. 
In mimlclpal government the truth 
of this adage has been strikingly 
exemplified by what Mayor McKee 
of New York ha.s accomplished dur- 
ing the few days he ha.s held office. 
Mayor McKcc has not only had the 
intelligence and courage to initiate 
large .savings, but more than that, 
to the surprise of the supposedly 
practical City Hall old guard, he 
has .shown that economy Is good 
politics as well as good government. 
All we need is some of Mayor Mc- 
Kee's intelligence and courage at 
our City Hall.

Proceeding cautiously In order to pre- 
sent complete reports, accurate in every 
detail, police who have been investi- 
gating v.elfare aid cases announced last 
night that they will hold iip the In- 
dividual reports on the first 500 cases 
until next Monday, 

Thomas F. Goode, deputy superin- 
tendent of police, and his staff of in- 
vestigators have been working 15 hours 
a day since last Thursday to complete 
the report. It was originally hoped to 
have it ready this morning and Com- 
missioner Hultman announced late last 
week that the report would be sent to 
Acting Mayor Gallagher today if it was 
necessary to assign !he entire police 
department to the welfare investigation. 
Because the preliminary report 10 
dav.s ago failed to go into specific de- 
tail and consequently was rritlcLsed by 
public welfare and city officials, Com- 
missioner Hultman has told the investi- 
gators that the second report must go 
into each case individuaDy. He also has 
told his men that each case listed a.s 
unworthy or fraudulent must have sufH- 
cient evidence with it to be prosecuted 
by the city law department. 

Forty of tho 29t cases originally 
listed a.s possibly worthy have been 
transferred to the unworthv list, while 
the police said last night that a recheck 
of t'n 206 cases listed as possibly un- 
wortny had shown the great majority 
to be fraudulent.

Loud cheers 
went up from delegate.-; and spectators 
as Hurley conrUidcd his brief talk. 

Earlier Jo-icphus Daniels, secretary of 
the navy under Wilson, was applauded 
loudly when he declared. "When In our 
rJC'" wc ask for a deserved and just 
'adjustment compensation,' we are de- 
nounced as selfish, tinpatriotic lobby- 
Lsts or communists trying to tear down 
the tempie of freedom or a."; raiders of 
the treasury." 

The convention hall echoed with tre- 
mendous cheering a,s Mayor James M. 
Curley of Boston concluded an im- 
promiilu speech with the declai-ation 
that some world war veteran,"; who went 
to Washington, "to plead for that to 
which they were entitled were shot down 
like dog.-! in our nallona' capita! " 

National officers of the Lycgion de- 
clined comment on Hie iK)Ssible out- 
tome should a resolution condemning 
the adminl-stration in the bonu,s army 
nflair come before the convention. 

M least one state dei)artmcnt, Pcnn- 
sylvanlii, hiis placed such a resolution 
on lUc. condemning eviction o( the 
bonus forces and declaring "the Presi- 
dent ot the United States . . . handled 
the whole .situation In a rogretable 
manner which contributed to this inci- 
dent."

Fourteen years later, on the 28th 
day of July, ui our own city of 
Washington, wc witnessed a spec- 
tacle, alien 'o the pages of cvir his- 
tory — when federal troo)5s. moving 
under ordi'rs of the President of 
the United States, attacked and 
drove from the capital city these 
self same war veterans who such a 
short time before had saved this 
nation in its hour of need. 

The American Legion is perfect- 
ly aware of the official explanations 
offered in iiistification for this act. 
For we had been watching \vith 
keen interest this most novel meth- 
od used by war veterans under the 
constitutional right ot peaceable 
as.sembly and ix'tition. 

Wc are equally aware that such 
methods are not to be encouraged. 

These war veterans marched into 
Washington, exhibitiir.; their de- 
plorable condition— hoping a tire- 
some and inept Congress would 
hear their apiwal. Regardless of 
the technicalities of law and police 
regulations iliey shotild have re- 
ceived at the hands of the fathers 
of the government a becoming 
sympathy and leadership- in order 
Uint. thev, hungry and homeless 
though tliev were, might have been 
inspired after the Congress had 
nbandoned them to do their duty; 
to go home; 'la go back to their 
friends: t<> cease annoying the 
President and the good people of 
Washington. 

That they did receive such sym- 
pathy and leadership from that 
able " soldier, Gen Gla-ssford— and 
we have out of the mouths of vct- 
eranii thcm.selves the evidence of 
his kindly Inllucnce and their rc- 
mneat tor hl« pzoocr auUiorlty — is to

And when it came the time that^^ 

he had to enforce the government's « 

orders, he went about his taslv man- 
fully and unafraid, I5ut in the 
midst of his own yjolice operation 
he had his authority strtick from 
his hands by the apiiearance of 
sabres, gas bombs, firebrands, bay- 
onets and tanks.

I We of the American Legion have 
the privilege of our own recollec- 
tions and when we wilnc.ssed the 
burning of the miserable little hut* 
of our country's one-time defend- 
ers, even in the face of that exult- 
ant bonst. "Mac did a gi>od job to- 
day,' we remembered instantly that 
other day when we marched into 
the enemy's country In Germany, 
hut we never did such a thing as 
this. 

If the lurid flames of this Roman 
holiday reflected against the cold 
white face of Abraham Lincoln,

memorial, could but blush into the 
blood of life, he would rise In the 
right and ma.iesty of his God- 
anointed love and render judgment 
against those who do insult to the 
loyal impul.ses of our people . . .

The widest latitude is left to 
vi.slUn-, cleric and official alike, and 
almost, anvthuig is possible under 
the sysU'ui. . ■ • The commission's 
investigators have not found dis- 
lionesty on the part of the em- 
ployees, but have found a sysleui 
wide open for fraud and dishonesty. 
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Block upon block the I-'inance Com- 
mission's inquiry built up the case, until 
proof of the hopelessly antiquated ad- 
ministrative methods still in use by the 
welfare stulf .stood solid and certain as a 
granite wall. Though the Welfare Depart- 
ment is now disbursing the stuijendous 
sum of $12,000,000 a yeiu-, which means 
»32,B77 a day. "the checks lliat modern 
accountancy supplies for all handling of 
money" have never been provided.

A policy of economy next year, based 
on a recognlKd imperative need of a 
tax rate reduction, was demanded by 
Mayor Curley yesterday. In a call on 
all city and county department head* 
for a marked reduction in budget al- 
lowance!; in 1933. 

Sa'iary increa.sf« have again been 
barred by the mayor and he will ad- 
here to the policy vi-hich he .has rigidly 
enforced thi.'i year of denying the es- 
tablishment of new positions. 

He called on all department heads 
to .submit their budget e.stimates prior 
to Nov. 1 and in his Instructions h« 
declared by Implication that he Is de- 
termlnea to make a heavy reduction In 
appropriations. 

Meanwhile, as a precautionary move 
to overt impairment oj the city's credit 
through inability to meet maturing 
temporary loans m October, the city 
council, yesterday, authorized City 
Trea.surer Dolan to bcTow, if necessity 
arises, an additional $10 000,000 on tax 
anticipation notes. 

Po.ssibi'.ity that railroads and other 
large tax paying corporaliom, which 
ordinarily settle their tax bills dtulnf 
the first week in October, may be forced 
to delay payment this year, led City 
Auditor Car'cn to urge the council Ut 
provide for a system of refinancing ox" 
maturing notes if there is insufficient 
money available to meet them.

In the 22 years of Us existence 
the finance commission has given 
more attention to the workings ot 
that deiiartmciit than any other in 
the city ariminisu-alion. At llme.s 
the entile .staff of the finance com- 
inLssion worked for long periods 
there, In fact, .seldom ha.s a month 
pas.sed without one or more agents 
of the commission looking into its 
workitigs. 

Tile commi.ssion In 1922 engaged 
the .services of an internationally 
known welfare worker to conduct' 
an investigation of the department. 
In 1925 the commission hired one 
and then another nationally known 
welfare warjcer to head a division 
witiiin the finance commission's 
staff, the duty of which was the 
education ot welfare employes of 
the city in the science of their 
work. 

In 1931 the commission made a 
general survey of the methods of 
granting aid and accounting for it. 
For the benefit of the 19,32 Legis- 
latui-c, a follov.-up ot the report of 
1931 was made last Febrtiary, 
March and April. The coastructive 
recommendations that interspersed 
all these efforts fill many pages. 

METHOD ANTIQIjATED 

It can fairly be said, therefore, 
that the finance commission knows 
the conditions that exist In that 
department. After this experience, 
the commission .said in Its 1931 
report that deijcndent aid had got- 
ten beyond the control of the an- 
tiquated method of adminisitation. i 
That is the keynote of the present 
situation'. Tlie department is not 
organized to control It. It ha-s not 
installed methods thai can control 
il. Rcspon.siVjility is shifted back 
and forth between the .statutory 
unpaid board of 12 overseers and 
I lie executive who act.s for the 
hoard, hut actual administration ot 
aid is by vLsltors or case workers 
whose .judgment or decisions in the 
present sifuatirm cannot be intelli- 
gently checked. 

To quote from the 1931 report, 
"The finance commission cannot 
condemn too strongly the system 
under which the grants have been 
made. The widest latitude is left 
to visitor, clerk and official alike, 
and almo.st nnytliing is po.«slbIc 
under the .sy.'-tcm . . . The commis- 
sion's investigators have found a 
.system wide open for fraud and 
dishonesty ' 

It has been suggested that an- 
other group made up principally 
of representatives of private chari- 
ties be given the responsibility of 
pas.slng upon reports made by po- 
lice officers. The finance commis- 
sion t>"licvcs the gathering of in- 
formation by ix)lice offlccr.s should 
be .supplementa,-y to tlie handling 
of the ca.ses by the public welfare 
dfiwrtment and not a substitution 
for it. In all its reports the finance 
commission has stressed the neces- 
sity for the handling of aid cases 
by persons trained in that science. 
The police officers are not so 
trained In the opinion of the fi- 
nance commission. Their investi- 
gative ix)Wf;rs should, therefore, be 
u.sed In a co-operative effort. It 
5hould not be Jcft to them to de- 
cide whether or not a family needs 
or_ ihpuia jH^t aid. Nor, In the

AO.'MITS RACKETEERING 

Tile commission does not desire 
to belittle the efforts of the police 
in finding racketeers among the 
recipient-s for aid. The commission 
knows that there are such racke- 
teers because it found in all its 
surveys a numtier of cases of per- 
sons who had bank accounts, equi- 
ties in property, sufficient means of 
support, and yet were on the city 
charity rolls. "These cases, as they 
were found, were turned over by 
the commission to the executives In 
the public welfare department, or 
to the law department for such 
action as was fitting. 

In 1200 ca.ses taken at random 
in 1931 tlie commission found about 
80 which, in the opinion of Its 
agents. ,should not have received 
aid. The commi.ssion also led to the 
return of considerable money to 
the city by per-sons who offered to 
repay. 

A large organization like tlie po- 
lice force, and with the prefitige 
that It.s ordinary powers give It, Is 
therefore necessary to discover all 
the racketeers, and this discovery 
should be a help to those commis- 
sioned by the statutes to render 
aid. 

The linance commission firmly 
believes, however, that the respon- 
sibility for determining who should 
get aid ought not to be so further 
diffused that more confu.sion and 
eon.sequent In.sufficlency will result. 
As slated by ths coramis-slon In 
its 1931 report to Mayor Curley; 
in anoUier report dated Jan. S, 
1932, urging the mayor to lUe a bill 
with the Legislature to authorize 
a reorganization of the boird of 
overseers: a.id in Its report to the 
Governor and the Legislature under 
date ot May 3, 1932, the placing of 
the entire responsibility of running 
the welfare department in a single 
commissioner of extensive business 
training, wiUi a trained welfare 
worker ss one assistant to supcr- 
M.-.c scientific case handling, and 
an office manager of considerable 
experience to take charge of the 
vc'-,\' inHy>rtant paper work neces- 
sary is the Ijest way by which con- 
trol can be obtained of this most 
expensive feature of municipal .ser- 
vice.

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RESTORE CONFIDENCE 

Thero are a few simple, elemental facts In 
connection with the present welfare situation 
which the public .should bear in mind. The 
current pohce investigation was requested by 
Mayor Curlcy in writing to Police Commissioner 
Hulfman. Whatever reasons rnay have prompted 
:he mayor it is a well known fact that for two 
,'ears the administration of the department of 
jublic welfare has been surrounded with 
stories and rumors of inclliciency and of 
JownriRht graft. 

It should he remembered that the police 
commissioner started his investigation and im- 
nediately found that he could not obtain the 
\ssential record.s from the welfare department. 
He reported this fact to the mayor in writing. 
\ conference was hold in City Hall at which 
;t was obvious that the mayor and the board 
.if public welfare had no desire to learn much 
3f value from the police work. On that occa- 
sion the police commi.ssionor reiterated the sub- 
stance of his rei»rt that the board was not co- 
nperating. The mayor asked the si>ccific ques- 
tion where co-oix-ration was lacking. He sent 
for an individual named Daniel A. Murphy, 
nhicf statistician of tlie board, on whom tiie 
blame wa.s placed. As a result of the cnnfer- 
?nco the mayor in direct terms ordered 
Murphy and of cour.se the board itself to fur- 
nish the police with everything that was nec- 
es.sary. 

Tills mere statement of fact would .seem to 
jisprove the a.ssertion made by the board yes- 
terday that it had co-operated in every way 
possible with the police. The record shows that 
It did not in the finst instance until ordered to 
do .so by the mayor. Tliere is ample reason to 
believe that despite this admonition its co-opera- 
tion has not been lOD per cent since that time. 
Tliere Is a jnucli more fundamental i>oint 
to be made in connection with the amazing 
statement of yesterday by the welfare board. 
As .stated by the finance ronuni.s.sion, there is 
an immense amount o vahiable knowledge to 
be gained by the police report. Every one, we 
believe, will admit that the police cannot take 
the place of trained social workers, but the 
uniformed force can supply many valuable and 
es.scntial facts. It is apparent th^t the welfare 
board does not want facts. It would rather 
attempt to defend it.self against police and all 
other criticism rather than to do the job In 
hand. If the police report has been slow in 
coming it is because of the hopeless condition 
in the welfare department itself. Wo arc con- 
fident that current reports of startling ineffi- 
ciency, mistaken .iudgment. If not of outright 
fraud, will be more than borne out whenever 
Police Commissioner Hullman is able to file his 
completed stalemrnt of his investigation of the 
first 500 ea.ses. 

The Herald recently .suggested that the 
mayor name a special select committ<>e of ten or 
I dozen prominent citizens and heads of char- 
itable organizations to sift and analyze the 
police report. It was not the intention of The 
Herald that this committee would in any way 
replace the present board of public welfare. It 
would only sec that tlie most was made of the 
police report and would perhaps end the con- 
troversy between the police department and 
the board of public welfare. We have not been 
ftbl^ to ^ft t^i ^^'^eiWPt <?i; <*» .BJW'or to 



this project. We do not leel either that It la 
the only solution of the problem but we do 
think that It would be a constructive step. 
. The board of pubhc welfare is distributing 
about $32,000 a day. or $1,000,000 a month. 
Within a very short period private chanties ot 
the city must appeal to the public for a con- 
siderable amount of money to tide them over 
the winter months. We feel that it wnll be 
particularly difficult tor the.se worthy causes to 
j-aise this money untU the present situation is 
'cleared up and public confidence m the welfare 
board is re-established. It was for this rea.son 
among others that Tlie Herald suggested the 
appointment of a special select committee. 

We do not intend to prejudge the pre.scnt 
,case. The police commi.ssioner's report should 
be available within a very few days. It Is 
es.sential that some larger use be made ot this 
report than that entailed by accusing the 
police commissioner of playing politics. 

If the board of public welfare cannot 
evince any greater inclination to correct tiie 
present situation, their resignation should be

AID FOR WORTHY 

Mahoney Say.s Petty Graft Must Be . 
Suppressed 

Representative John V. Mahoney of 
Boston, vice-chairman of the special 
legislative committee on public expendi- 
tures last night stated that the many 
questionable cases being disclosed by 
the investigation of Boston's public 
welfare department lists has given 
weiglit to the argument against permit- 
ting the state to aid cities now in finan- 
cial distress. 

"When we find," he stated that aa, 
40 or even 50 ix-r cent, of the cases 
investigated are either open to ques- 
tion or definitelv proved to be spurious, 
it is time to do something about It.

They have an unquestioned 
right to know the item.s of the ac- 
coiuit. If they clcse their eyes to 
wrongdoing or to susiiicion of irregu- 
larity, tlicy invite worse abuse.?. 

Public confidence in these agencie.s 
lias been weakened. In .some ca.ses it 
can be rcstoj-ed by a change of mctii- 
ods, in other.s a new personnel is 
nece.s.sary, and in .some instances botli 
n:ii.st take place before the public 
will be .satisfied that its money is not 
being .squandered. A.s the P;esidcnt 
.said in Wp.sliington Thursday, nobody 
.should be allowed to go hungry or 
suffer from cold. But neither shoulcl 
anybody receive funds and supplies 
which ought to go to .somebody else.

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layifYnatics 
Policy of Silence Cannot Continue Forevei

During all the hullaballoo over wel- 
fare frauds we have heard a good deal 
from the welfare department of its 
problems and the magnitude of it« task, 
but not much of what it is generally 
trying to do. This has been imfortu- 
nate. 

In tills enlightened age we are natur- 
ally ali«oking the task of helping those 
who have been strickei; by the depres- 
sion in a more intelligent and humane 
way than e\er before. But as we go 
about it there ought to be some effort 
made to take the public iato the con- 
fidence of the- welfare department ao 
that all may know just what is being 
lone. The public may be counted on to 
orm a pretty broad-minded view of the 
.ituatlon. In paying out its dollars lor 
,he support of the needy 1|. will prob- 
ably be more generous than stingj-. 

But up to the end of the last week 
«e had heard nothing from those who 
for tv.'o years have been In a position 
to give us all the facts anci especially 
the point of view Ironi whu'h thcv are 
passing out the cUy's money to" the 
time of .'Sl.OOn.noo n month. It .seems 
to mr lliat tlicre lia.s been a good rieri] 
of throwhie up of iiands. of shaking of 
heads, over the sudden increase of 
duties of unpaid offlceis and not enough 
honest effort to get at the root of 
olnious wrongs an.i correct them. The 
fniance comnii.'^sion in 1931 poinled out 
the nio.st glaring inadequiicics in the 
administration of I he welfare depart- 
ment and yet nearly 18 months have 
gone by without any major corrective 
steps being taken. This is one reason 
why the ordinary ta.\payer seems to 
have a legitimate complaint against the 
tbonrd of overseers and why today .so 
I little confidence remains of their ever 
[honestly getting down to bra-s-s tacks. 

The ordinary man In the street dis- 
likes to attack any member of the pres- 
ent board. All have contributed gcncr- 
ously to the work of aiding lire needy. 
In this emergency they hnve probably 
devoted the major portion of their time 
and .services. But the present situation 
l.s .so hopelessly muddled and so pre.ss- 
ing that we ought not to stop in thank- 
ing I hem for what they have done. We 
; must have constructive results. 

KO.STON AS LABOKATORY 

So far as I have been able to learn, 
there Is ft dlspTOitioji on the part of the 
welfare board and perhaps on the pail 
of the large organized charities of the 
city to make Boston the social welfare 
lahoralory of the country. This is a 
praiseworthy effort. But in placing Bos- 
ton at the head of the list iiad we not 



better ask ourselves about the expense? 
k this too impractical? Ls it too hard- 
boiled? At the very least had we not 
better tell tlie people who must bear 
this cost just what it means to keep 
Baston at the head of the list in the 
administration of its social welfare? 

I have been told by one of the fore- 
most administrators of .social welfare 
In the city that there is no such thing, 
really, as "fraud" iu the administration 
oi welfare aid. This man went on to 
exDlain that a man might have a hou.se, 
money in the bank, and an automobile, 
and still legitimately draw money from 
the city as welfare aid. This .seemed 
rather a startling point of view to me: 
but I am wililng to admit that the sub- 
ject of unemployment aid is a very 
broad one and mayije I am old-fash- 
ioned in some of my ideas. 

Of cotu-se, if this is the attitude with 
which the department of public welfare 
is .spending the city's money, it is pretty 
obvious that they have not spent half 
enough, and we ought to dig down into 
our pockets and contribute twice .is> 
much. The point I wish to make is 
that the public ought to be told ,iust 
what the attitude of the board is, Tlicn 
we may all think along Ihs .«-mc lines. 

If we are in keep families wlio are out 
of jobs in their lionics and in pos- 
.sesslon of theii' automobiles, we ought 
to know how far we should go. It is 
easy to ask the representative of such 
a i«ilicy a number of pertinent ques- 
tions. For instance, if a man, in 1920 
or 1929, earning a modest .salary, car- 
r'.cd awnv by tlic enthusiasm of those 
glib years, managed lo buy himself a 
house which he could not really afford. 
and put a first and second mortgage 
on it, should the public money he spent 
in these limes to permit him to keep 
the hou.se? 

VALUABLE CITIZEN OR FOOL? 

The answer of the welfare people is 
(hat such a man ts a valuable ciiiwi'n 
and a gx)d future taxpayer m which 
the city ought to Invest. The other 
answer can be tliat Uie man was a fool 
lo acquire somelhing he could not af- 
ford in tiip first place, and in good 
times and bad he alone should be le- 
sponsible im keeping hi.s e.^iiendilures 
.somewhere near his Income. I do not 
Intend to answer this question myself 
beoau.se I do not know whal the answer 
is. 1 do know, however, r.hat the more 
lenient jioiiil of view is that of more 
I ban one membrrr of the present board 
of public weiiare. 

If a man is oul of a job. .should he 
be forced to .sell his automobile in order 
to provide for his family Ix'fore apply- 
ing lo the cltv for aid? The police re- 
port, wliich otighl to be made public 
tomorrow, will. I warrant, elt<» a number 
of cases such as IhLs. The welfare 
board will tell you that the man may 



gain employment by being allowed ti 
keep his automobile, and it is a prope 
thing for them lo give him city mone; 
.so that he may run it. This again ma; 
pro\e a difficult question. 

It is becau.se of these factors in thi 
present situation that it may tome ti 
pass that we ought to change our termi 
r.ology in dealing with welfare ca^es 
The whole question of giving publu 
money to tho.se seeking aid is a mattei 
of individual judgment. What to m« 
miglit appear the coldest altitude in th« 
world to another might seem the veriest 
generosity. It all depends on how you 
want to look at the matter. 

The police are going to give us cer- 
tain delinltc information of w'hat they 
have foimd. To help in the studj of 
ihcir report they will probably classify 
them, according to the police viewpoint. 
Of coiir.se this is hardly likely to be the 
welfare board's viewpoint. But it will 
not do for the welfare board again to. 
throw up Its hancLs aoid bewail the laelt 
of understanding on the part of th? 
police, for. frankly. I believe very few 
of us imdcrstand and we have a right 
to an intelligent reply. 

HERALD S SUGGESTION 

A short time ago The Herald sug- 
gested to the mayor that he appoint 
a .special selecl committee compo.sed of 
cllstlngiiished private citizens and th» 
heads of a number of the largest priv-' 
ate charitable organizations of the city 
to act as a suit uf umpire between the 
police department and the welfare 
board. In offering this suggestion The 
Kernld believed it was offering a con- 
structive soliuion of the present con- 
troversy. It was obviously not thi 
only .solution but, at least, it was con- 
structive. 

The mayor was a long way from Bos- 
ton immersed in a strenuous politica: 
campaign. It may or may not be sig. 
nificani; but when The Herald fin- 
ally reached him lie was in Paradise- 
Montana. His reply to The Herak 
sugge.stion follows: 

"The overseers of public welfare aw 
by law charged with the conduct 01 
the affairs of the public welfare de- 
partment of the city of Bo.stou. 1 havi 
confioence both in the honesty and 
jiidcment of the over.seers and be- 
lice Ihe decLsioii arr.ved at by th« 
l-oaid prior lo my departure from Bos- 
ton, namely, that no publicity be given 
until a final check-up has i)een eom- 
l)lete(i between the police department 
and the overseers of public welfare, la 
both just and proper." 

In the meantime, it would seem that 
Ihe ))ublic is entitled either to a state- 
ment of pohcy or a statement that 
the defeds of the present administra- 
tion, named In the finance commis- 
;ion report of 1931, have been cor- 
rected.
